QUALITY show of one hundred fifty-three animals 

made up the 1923 Dairy Cattle Congress Holstein 

ring judged at Waterloo last week by R. E. Haeger. 
Four states, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota and South 
Dakota were represented and the battle for honors de- 
veloped into the keenest kind of a fight between Iowa and 
Wisconsin. Each state won nine blue ribbons of the 22 
given and the other four went to Minnesota entries. Of 
the individual herds showing Hargrove & Arnold of Iowa 
and Jefferson County Asylum of Wisconsin forged well 
ahead of others, the Iowa herd winning seven blues and 
the Jefferson herd winning six. Outside of these two 
great herds but two, Iowana of Iowa and Marlow & 
Randall of Minnesota were able to get more than a single 
blue the latter winning three on two animals and Iowana 
winning two blues. 

The Jefferson Asylum herd however deserves the 
honors of the show for it won both female championships 
and the get of sire competition as well as aged herd. Har- 
grove & Arnold although winning one more blue did not 
do quite so well on the championships placing their un- 
beaten calf only, for the junior honor among the males. 
Wisconsin ran its championships to three when the Piek 
two-year-old bill went through to genior and grand-cham- 
pionship of the show. Wisconsin had one more seconi 
ribbon than did Iowa and that with their equal number 
of blues and three championships, two grand, gave the

Generally speaking the Dairy Cattle Congress of 1923 
was above previous high standards. Attendance totalled 
nearly 125,000, above any previous year. While some 
rings were smaller there were good representations of all 
breeds. The Holsteins were second in number of animals 
shown, the count being Jerseys 175, Holsteins 153, Ayr- 
shires 112, Brown Swiss 110, and Guernseys 75. 

There were no less than 61 Holstein Calf Club entries 
and according to Earl Cooper the very finest showing of 
Holstein calf club entries ever held in the United States. 
The interest in the Holstein show was somewhat greater 
than upon previous years and good natured rivalry was 
unmarred by any untoward demonstrations of unfriendli- 
ness to exhibitor or judge. All in all it was a fine show. 

A pretty fair ring of aged bulls was shown. It was 
dominated by the. Wisconsin Grand Champion, Walcowis 
Ollie Hijlaard and Haeger’s first prize aged bull at IHinois 
owned by Garvens took the red. Iowa sires owned by 
Hargrove & Arnold and Iowana were third and fourth in 
the ring of nine. The Wisconsin champion showed well 
and easily topped although the old campaigner that stood 
in second place is really a better bull than his luck has 
ever given him opportunity to place. 

Of the three-year-olds the Cherokee bull was first and 
the Pope bull from Wisconsin was placed second in

It was from the two-year-olds that Haeger found his 
Grand Champion for after putting up the Joseph Piek 
bull as he did at Springfield he followed him through to 
the senior and Grand Championship.

This would be inexplicable were it 
not for the fact that less than three 
per cent of the dairy cows of America 
are pure bred. The field for improve- 
ment, therefore, is vast; and the 
opportunity for useful service is 
stimulating in the extreme. Th2 
various breeds of dairy cattle, like 
other farm animals, are the result of 
centuries of selection. In the cours? 
of time the natural result was a 
specialized animal, which was a vast 
improvement upon the earlier stock. 
In Great Britian have developed the 
Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire, Devon, 
Milking Shorthorn, and other less 
well known breeds; in Holland, the 
Holstein-Friesian, and in Switzerland, 


Tu average milk production for’ 


the Brown Swiss. 
During the early history’ of 
America, whatever cows happened 


to be at hand were brouglit over by 
the colonists. We were well along 
in the last century before we had 
anything upon our farms but the non- 
descript cow which was a product of 
the various early and careless importations. 

It would have been possible, I assume, for America to 
have developed its own dairy breed, employing the same 
methods which had been employed successfully in older 
countries; but our people wisely decided to utilize the 
achievements of the European breeders of many cen- 
turies; and so today the chief dairy breeds in the Unite‘ 
States are all derived from specialized breeds developed 
across the sea. Our indebtedness to the great breeders, 
especially of Great Britain, Holland, and Switzerland, is 
immense, and one which we cheerfully acknowledge. 

When importation of pure bred cattle once began, i: 
became necessary to form associations for preserving 
records of the cattle thus imported and their descendants. 
For this purpose herd books were established. Later, 
all of the dairy pure bred associations established ad- 
vanced registry for recording production. This has come 
to be one of the most important of the activities of thre 
pure breed associations. It has developed a keen, but 
on the whole generous rivalry, both among owners of 
cows and between the different breeds. The advanced 
registry work has been a powerful factor in increasin=

the production of milk and butterfat. 
Advanced registration also serves to 
correct any excess of emphasis we 
may be likely to put on type. Wisely 
planned and carried out, it can be 
made a very valuable factor in help- 
ing to determine the ideal type of the 
dairy cow. 

The most valuable work of the pure 
breed associations, from the stand- 
point of the public, is the vast im. 
provement they are bringing about 
for better and more efficient cows, 
The improved cow means decreased 
cost of milk, an indispensable food. 
All our people profit by this. 

Several years ago, in Holland, in 
the house of a leading Holstein 
cattle breeder, I observed upon the 
wall a portrait of Thomas B. Wales, 
an early secretary of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America.

Their 
successors too are carrying on a fin? 
and useful work. 

It is the pure breed dairy associations that are making 
the most persistent and effective fight against the scrub 
cow, which still remains in overwhelming numbers upon 
the farms of America. Calf clubs are being organized all 
over the country, composed of boys and girls who become 
ownérs of one or more pure bred or high grade caives. 
Through the activities of these calf clubs the dairy cattle 
of the community begin to improve. In the second place, 
the club tends to attach the boy or girl to the farm. The 
successful breeders and farmers of coming years will be 
those now enrolled as members of boys’ and girls’ clubs

fight against the scrub bull. Recently in one State a most 
effective drive has been made by the United forces of the 
pure breed dairy associations and the pure breed beef 
cattle associations.

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Faked Photographs 


HE retouching of photographs to alter essential 
\ points of conformation is just as much a fraud as 
misrepresentation of the pedigree of the animal or 
any other fundamental facts that form a basis for estab- 
lishing value. The subject is brought to our minds force. 
fully at this season of the year because of the large num- 
ber of pictures of fair prize winners sent us from all parts 
of the country. A large proportion of these pictures are 
by professional photographers and an unbelieveably large 
percentage of those that are submitted have been re 
touched in some particular. 

If ever a photograph should faithfully record the con- 
formation of the animal itself as it is and not as the artist 
thinks it ought to look, it is in the picture of a fair prize 
winner, because it is the type of the animal and not any 
other consideration that has resulted in its placing. And 
yet, just recently we received from one photographer a 
picture of even such a perfect heifer as Dorothy Ormsby 
Piebe, retouched in an effort to improve upon nature until 
the result was a monstrosity. 

The prevalence of this so-called art work in connection 
with animal photographs has aroused a suspicion in the 
minds of the public that lessens the value of every photo- 
graph bearing the imprint of a professional photograph. 
Remonstrance with the photographers themselves is un- 
productive of results for while without exception they 
deplore the necessity of retouching, they state that their 
customers demand it. It seems, therefore, that we will 
get nowhere in the solution of this problem until our 
owners of live stock decide that they want the pictures 
of their animals to be truthful. If the live stock press 
of the country should take a united stand in refusing to 
publish or allow the publication in their columns of re- 
touched photographs, it would have a most wholesome 
effect in putting an end to this evil. 

We were interested recently in looking over a booklet 
on the subject of Truth in Photographs sent us by the 
Agricultural Gazette of London. In our Picture Gallery 
this week and in the Dairy Show Number, we have pre- 
sented a number of pictures taken by the Agricultural 
Gazette Photographic Service. In the pamphlet referred 
to, they call attention to the fact that the appearance of 
the Agricultural Gazette brand upon a photograph is 2 
positive guarantee that the photograph shows the animal 
as it is, without any faking or alteration in its outline, etc. 

The following quotation from this pamphlet is of 
interest: 


“At one time the average member of the public 
valued photography as a means of illustration, be- 
cause it was believed that the camera gave a genuine 
and absolutely truthful result, whereas a drawing or 
sketch might be varied at the will of the artist. 
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Gradually it became known that photographs we 
not necessarily truthful—people were made to feet 
much younger in their photographs than they real] 
were, and so it came to be said that “Photography 
cannot lie—but the photographer can.’ y 

“This retouching or faking was soon applied to th 
photography of animals. Legs can be shortened, 
backs straightened, hollow parts filled in, protruding 
parts removed and parts added; so that the phote 
graph, instead of representing the animal as it really 
is, may merely represent it as_ the photographer 
thinks it ought to look, or as the owner would like 
others to think that it is. 

“The result is unfortunate, but most unfortunate 
of all to the owner of good stock. ; 

“The whole purpose of photographic illustration is 
to show what the animals actually look like; go, as 
far as possible, to put anyone who sees the picture jp 
the position of looking at the animal itself. But if 
that person has any idea that the photograph is other 
than absolutely unfaked, he at once discounts its 
value. Consegently, seeing that few people interesteq 
in live stock nowadays are ignorant of the prevalence 
of faking, it should be obvious that the owners of 
good stock are losers by the practice, because the 
photograph of a good animal should need no faking.” 


We understand that the British-Friesian Society has 
taken an advanced stand by prohibiting the publication 
in their journal of any photographs which are in any way 
faked. The World hereby serves notice that it is serjoys. 
ly considering the adoption of a similar regulation in re. 
lation to its own columns.

UR news columns last wek told of the death of Co. 
O unite Sir Aaggie 102960 ,and this wek we show 

his picture on the cover. Colantha Sir Aaggie was 
born to greatness, being sired by Colantha Johanna Lad 
and from Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, one of the outstand- 
ing cows of the breed from the standpoint of producing 
and transmitting power. She was the first 34-lb. A. R. 0. 
cow in the world and held the world’s championship ir 
the senior four-year-old class for eight years. She had 
previously broken the senior three-year-old record aad 
stood second in her class as a two-year-old. Aside from 
her own record breaking production, Aaggie Cornucopia 
Pauline is distinctive through both sons and daughters, 
She headed the first combination of four direct genera- 
tions of 30-lb. cows and of the four such combinations now 
existing, she heads three, while more combinations cf 
three direct generations of 30-lb. dams are descended 
from her than from any other cow. One of her sons, 
Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, heads the only combina- 
tion of three generations of sires each with a 30,000-lb 
daughter and in the matter of siring daughters that have 
produced over 600 lbs. milk in 7 days, he stands second 
only to Colantha johanna Lad. 

The mating of Colantha Johanna Lad and Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline brought together as great and dis- 
tinctive a combination of quality as was to be found. Un- 
fortunately’ for Colantha Sir Aaggie, however, it was his 
lot to stand in service in the same herd with his noted 
sire, Colantha Johanna Lad, and as long as he lived the 
greatest portion of service fell upon him, with Colantha 
Sir Aaggie somewhat in the back ground. His list of 
daughters, accordingly, is comparatively short, totaling 
twenty-four in the A. R. O. list up to the close of the last 
volume of the Advanced Registry. Of this number, five 
have records of 30 to over 35 Ibs. butter in 7 days and his 
only daughter to complete a full year’s record exceeded 
the 1000-lb. mark. 

With the reduction of the D. W. Field herd a few years 
ago, Colantha Sir Aaggie was purchased by R. E. Chapin 
& Sons, to stand in service at Bonalevo Farms along with 
Colantha Johanna Lad 8th, that other famous son of Co- 
lantha Johanna Lad. It was the intention to use him upoa 
the daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad, thus doubling 
up the blood of Colantha Johanna Lad. None of the 
heifers bearing this combination of breeding are yet old 
enough to freshen, but are described by their owners a8 
the most promising things they have ever bred. At the 
time of his death, Colantha Sir Aaggie was in his thir- 
teenth year, although the immediate cause of his demis2 
was a nail in his stomach. We are glad to pay honor to 
his memory by placing his photograph upon our cover.

Haeger, Algonquin, Illinois, in 1914-16- 
17-18 and 19, being each year first 
prize aged cow, senior and grand 
champion. No other cow of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed has ever won 
more than one National champion- 
ship and according to our best in- 
formation, the long distance record of 
duplicate winnings by a cow of any 
other breed is two. So it will be 
seen that Minerva Beets is indeed an 
immortal from the _ standpoint of 
show ring type. On account of her 
show ring activities, Minerva was 
never given much of a chance on offi- 
cial test, but did make a 7-day record 
of over 22 lbs. butter. Four of her 
championships were won after pass- 
ing through the foot and mouth 
disease epidemic in 1914.

COUNCIL 


Headquarters — 609 
Bank Bldg., Waterloo, Iowa; Secre- 
tary, C. Bechtelheimer; Council Or- 
ganized 1919; Officers—President, W. 
A. Carrier; Vice-President, O. Mich- 
aelson; Treasurer, W. F. Dunn. 

The budget of the Iowa Dairy Coun- 
cil for 1922 was $14,746.87 as com- 
pared with a 1921 budget of $10,- 
551.89. 

In 1922 milk campaigns were car- 
ried on in 35 counties under the di- 
rection of the Milk Utilization D2- 
partment of the Iowa State College 
with the Iowa Dairy Council co-op- 
erating. 

The Iowa Dairy Council, now under 
the management of Mr. C. Bechtel- 
heimer and previously under the man- 
agement of Mr. W. A. Wenworth, is 
doing considerable work among the 
farmers to improve the quality of 
their products. Because a very high 
percentage of Iowa Butter is market- 
ed in Chicago, Philadelphia, and New 
York City, the Iowa Dairy Council has 
spent much of its money through the 
National Dairy Council in these im- 
portant consuming territories. 

Approximately 80 per cent of the 
dairy products of Iowa are exported 
and therefore, the Iowa Dairy Coun- 
cil has assisted considerably in the 
educational work outside of the state 
and in the large consuming districts. 

The Iowa Dairy Council has not 
only been busy during the past year 
in the educational work among the 
Consuming public and among the pro- 
ducers of milk and the manufactur- 
ers of dairy products but it has also 
been active in a legislative way in 
fighting filled milk, in getting proper 
pasteurization ordinances adopted, in 
getting proper tubercuosis regulations 
established, and in doing other lines 
of work directly beneficial to the 
dairy interests in Iowa.

This record was made at the age of 
2 years, 2 months, 25 days and the 
final part of the record has not yet 
been officially announced by the Ad- 
vanced Registry office.

Congress 


Seventy-Six Junior Showmen

W E OFTEN hear that tall corn 


grows in Iowa, and the natives 
of this great state have proveu 
that same statement many times. We

also hear a great deal abou 
splendid club work done in Iowa. 
Especially in baby beef and pigs. 


i alf clubs, however, have not 
aon fi famous in the corn state as 
in others. 

But that is all over now The Iowa 
boys and girls can rightfully take 
their place as one of the leading calf 
club states of the union. They proved 
it at the 1923 Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress. The Holstein ealf club 
work was the wonder of this great 
show. We had heard a great deal 
about the display which the young 
people expected to make. We saw a 
great deal of it this year. Seventy- 
six beautiful Holstein heifers were 
led into the ring on September 26tia 
by seventy-six future Holstein breed- 
ers of Iowa. Manager Estel desig- 
nated that calf club judging should 
take place on that day and that it 
should hold precedence over all other 
cattle in the ring. 

Eight thousand people sitting in the 
large pavilion were more than ever 
convinced that Iowa has a great dairy 
future. The thousands of people 
which attended this show visited the 
calf club department where thev 
found the sturdy youngsters carinz 
for the animals and getting them 
ready for the show. 

A committee of three judges placed 
the seventy-six Holstein calves. 

Class I consisted of ten splendid 
yearling heifers. Richard Kildee of 
Osage, Iowa, won the blue ribbon in 
this class. Richard showed the 
heifer Ledda Segis Ormsby, and 4 
splendid animal she was. Second 
ribbon was won by James Butcher of 
Newton, Iowa. Third place was 
awarded to Orval Tretlin, St. Ansgor, 
Iowa. Richard Kildee was awarded 
the special ribbon given by The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
in this class. 

A Wonderful Class of Heifer Calves 

Now appeared before the judges 
one of the hardest tasks they had 
ever been called upon to face, the 
placing of sixty-six heifers. Certain- 
ly they could not give all of the youn; 
people a place and every one of them 
looked as though they deserved it. 
The boys and girls in this class 


ranged in ages from seven to nine- 
teen years of age and represented 
the 


wifner from. their respective 






counties. It took the judges nearly 
two hours to place this class and 
when they had finished, their greatest 
regret was that they could not award 
places to all, but so it goes in th: 
show ring and the boys and girls of 
course must learn to be losers as well 
as winners. 

The blue ribbon was finally 
awarded to Miss Verna Peterson, a 
young lady of sixteen years, from Ft. 
Dodge, Iowa. The name of the calf 
shown was Pauline Champion Har- 
tog, and Verna, the proud owner 
testified to the fact that she had 
spent months with the calf, not only 
to bring it to the front as an outr- 
standing individual but one whicn 
was splendidly fitted for the show. 
Second prize in this class was 
awarded to Earl Kinney of Plymouth, 


Iowa. The third prize ribbon was 
handed to Horace Emmert, Steam- 
boat Rock, Iowa. The judges tes- 


tified to the fact that the first five in 
this class were so close that no great 


mistake would have been made if 
anyone had been placed first. In fact, 
those who had seen many calf club 


shows said that no better class of 
heifer calves had ever been brought 
into the ring by juniors. 

A Grand Champion Heifer 

Richard Kildee and Verna Petersou 
competed for the grand champion- 
ship ribbon offered by the Holsteir- 
Friesian Association of America. The 
judges awarded this ribbon to Miss 
Peterson. 

The Champion Showman 

One interesting feature of the show 
was the showmanship ribbon offered 
by the National Association. All boys 
and girls competed at the same time 
they showed their animals. A com- 
mittee of judges watched them very 
closely and awarded this ribbon to 
the boy or girl who brought the best 
fitted animal and who handled it best 
in the ring. This certainly is just as 
great an honor as to win first with 
a good individual. 

Irving Stewart of Maynard, Iowa. 
who took eighth place in the calf club 
heifer class, was awarded the purple 
ribbon. Irving proved that he could 
handle his animal in the ring bette. 
than any other boy or girl who 
showed Holsteins. Irving also com- 
peted against the winners of the 
Guernsey showmanship prize and 
now holds in his possession a beauti- 
ful silver cup as an honor to the best 
Junior showman at the Waterloo 
Dairy Congress.

It was a beautiful sight to see the 
eleven county clubs lined up for a 
friendly battle. 

These classes consisted of the best 
five calves from one County. 

Fayette County won this great 
honor. Webster County was awarded 
second and Cerro Gordo County won 
the third prize.

and some of the ring side thought less of the class after 
Haeger finished placing them than they did before he 
began. He chose the Gurr cow for top and was compelled 
to change his type in order to get the grand old dairy cow, 
Lady Johanna Aaggie Fayne in second place. The winner 
is a fair sort but short rumped and admittedly lacking in 
udder capacity. While she has figured in the money at 
Aurora, Wisconsin, Springfield and elsewhere she is not 
a good type to put up but Judge Haeger found nothing 
else that suited him as well. 

Mankato Floa Ormsby Mercedes, once Grand Cham- 
pion at Waterloo was best four year old showing dry, 
leggy as usual, a characteristic which accentuates a 
rather meagre body depth. Hargrove & Arnold had a 
rather nice three-year-old out in front in the next class 
and the Jefferson county heifers one of which had just 
freshened stood down the line below the Dickinson daugh- 
ter of Iowana Sir Ollie in second place. It was a small 
but select company. 

The two-year-olds were a great aggregation although 
the two tops Madam and Dorothy classed the lot. As at 
Springfield the week before Hasger favored the Jefferson 
heifer. He went over the two carefully and explained why 
the great daughter of Dutchland Creamelle Denver Princ2 
must go up over the wonderful daughter of K. P. O. P. 
He liked her head better and her rump was perfect. She 
freshened a week ago and was showing just a bit dowa 
over the loin and the gauntness had not all left her. 
Dorothy has a wonderful shouldér, clean neck and strong 
back but lacks the udder capacity of the older and large” 
heifer. They are two entirely different types and the 
Madam’s is chosen as preferable for the breed. Dorothy 
is beaten but not disgraced. She is a wonderful heifer 
and everybody cannot help but admire her symetry, 
perfection of form and trimness. There were thirteen 
two-year-olds and a fine daughter of Piebe and another 
Jefferson heifer followed the two leaders. Marlow & 
Randall had the fifth and sixth prize heifers. The two- 
year-old went through to senior and grand champion as 
she deserved to do. Too bad the Madam will not be seen 
at the National at Syracuse. Everybody who studies show 
type ought to see both her and Dorothy together. It is 
an education in type plus. 

Among the senior yearling heifers the fine daughter 
of Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince was easily the 
blue although Bob kept Johnny Hetts standing outside the 
line until the last moment. He placed a Marlow & 
Randall yearling second but did not forget the very strong 
heifer shown by the Minnesota Holstein Company which 
he put third. This heifer is a daughter of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th out of none other than May 
Walker Ollie Homestead. With a little more refinement 
she would be at the top as a show animal as well as in 
breeding. Piebe Artis Burke repeated as a junior year- 
ling and in the calf class another daughter of the Jeffer- 
son county bull placed top ’ole. When it came to the 


junior championship, however, Bob gave the senior year- 
ling the purple on rump and udder development over th2 
Hargrove & Arnold junior yearling. Haeger is strict 
about udder and teat placements in his young stuff. His 
theory is that one can’t start with a poorly placed set of 








teats on a young thing and expect to bring out a nicely 
balanced udder. He is right of course. 

The groups went about as expected as a result of the 
winnings in open classes. An upset occurred in the Ex- 
hibitors’ herds when Bob put the blue in the Jefferson 
County offering. Ninety-nine per cent and over of those 
who salw them thought he should have given it to the 
Hargrove & Arnold group. A seventh prize bull at the 
head of a breeder’s herd is hardly good enough to beat 
so good a herd as the Iowa exhibitors can present out of 
their great show herd. The bull is half the herd and even 
a couple of purples when the runners up are in the other 
group will not—or should we say—ought not to put the 
other gang over. Hargrove & Arnold by the way deserve 
great gredit for the stirring fight they put up against 
the pick of two state fairs of neighboring states with an- 
imals of their own breeding. They did a mighty good 
job of showing this year and have brought the message 
of good type home to many thousands of spectators aii 
over the west. 

Marlow & Randall’s great Mankato Floa Ormsby Mer- 
cedes, was best A. R. O. cow for records made under 
full age and Lady Johanna Aaggie Fayne of Iowana was 
best for cows matured. Both stood up in open compet- 
tition, the former blue and latter red. 

Jefferson county with a get from Dutchland Creamelle 
Denver Prince was first get of sire with a fine little get 
from King Piebe Second. The Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany with Star Segis Pontiac Superior and two of her 
progeny won in that A. R. class.

Bob placed the county herds in q 
very logical manner. After looking 
them all over it was easy to see that 
three of the herds would be contend- 
ers for first place. These three herds 
were then lined up together-and the 
judge briefly placed each animal in 
the herd first, second, or third. On 
this basis, Washington County had 
four firsts, three seconds and three 
thirds; Erie County four firsts, one 
second and five thirds; Onondaga 
County two firsts, six seconds and 
two thirds. This gave Washington 
County the edge on both her rivals, 
with Erie County second and Onon- 
daga County third. The Erie County 
outfit was best in the head of the line 
but fell short in the younger heifers, 
while Washington County was extra 
good in the heifers and reasonably 
good all along the line. The Onon- 
daga outfit was very uniform with 
only two third places out of a possible 
ten. With one or two more outstand- 
ing animals, they would have won. 

The only fault that could possibly 
be found with this system of judging 
county herds is that some might con- 
sider a county should have more 
credit for a first prize aged bull than 
for, let us say, a first prize heifer calf. 
By this system, each animal is 
accorded the same value as any other 
animal in making up the herd.

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FEATURES OF THE EASTERN STATES SALE TO BE HELD AT west 
CHESTER, PA. 


Seldom, if ever, outs ‘de of the largest national have such a distinguisheq 
array of Holstein breeders consigned to a sale as those supporting the 
Eastern States Holstein Breeders’ Sale to be held in West Chester, 
Pa., on October 9th. The list includes so many of the nationally known ones 
in Penna., New Jersey, Maryland and Delaware, that it might well be calle 
a National sale. It is a kind of “who’s who” among Holstein breeders of 
these four states. 

For the last two years some of the main breeders have been endeavoring 
to continue the high class sales that have been held in the Philadelphia 
section. Those held there have been most satisfactory to the buyer as wel} 
as the seller. In fact, Philadelphia became the main Holstein sale center 
of the country. Situated as it is, the gateway to the south and near the 
large breeding establishments of Penna., New Jersey, Maryland and Delaware, 
states all of which have more Holsteins than any other breed of dairy cattle. 


After looking over the situation West Chester was decided as the most 
suitable to hold such a sale. Located so near Philadelphia with excellent accomo- 
dations at the Chester County Fair Grounds which is located on trolley line 
between West Chester and that city.

Most of those present intend to go to 
the National Dairy Show at Syracuse on the special train leaving after the 
sale. So areal good time awaits the breeders of the country at West Chester 
early in October.

NEW YORK LEAGUE FARMERS 
GET BETTER PRICES 
According to a statement issued by 
the Dairymen’s League Cooperative 
Association, Inc., the farmers who be- 
long to that organization will receive 
a net pool price of $2.085 for milk sold 
by the association during the month 
of August. This is the rate for 100 
pounds of milk testing 3% butter fat 
at the base zone 201-210 miles from 
New York City. The price which in- 
dividual farmers will receive will 
vary as usual according to the 
various differentials appiied in each 

particular case. 


This price, which shows a sub- 


stantial increase over the fairly good 


prices received for June and July 
milk is indicative of the substantial 
progress which the pooling farmers 
are making in their efforts to make 
and market their own milk and milk 
products. This price is 10 cents per 
100 pounds above the July price and 
is 33 cents higher than the price re- 
ceived by members of the association 
during August a year ago.

One of the striking features of the 
association’s report on August opera. 
tions is the increase in the percent. 
age of fluid milk marketed by the 
League’s own plants. During this 
August 52.46% of all the milk handled 
in the League’s plants was sold in 
fluid form in New York City, which 
means at the highest market price 
This same percentage in August 1929 
was less than half as much, in reality 
24%. The result of this is a net re: 
turn to the farmers of a price neare 
to the Class I or fluid milk price, 

In addition to this, the reports fo; 
August 1923 show that the association 
received considerably higher prices 
for its manufactured products such ag 
evaporated and condensed milk, ice 
cream, cheeses, powders, etc. The 
prevailing returns for these products 
in August a year ago were $1.41 and 
$1.31, whereas during August of this 
year the prices returned for these 
same products averaged $2.05, $2.35 
and $2.40. 

The report shows an increasing 
sale of evaporated milk and also of 
ice cream. In July this year the 
League sold $172,626.47 worth of ice 
cream as against $137,549.16 in July 
last year. 

On September 15, announcement 
was made of an increase in the whole- 
sale prices on cases of “Dairylea” 
Evaporated Milk, which is the trade 
name under which the League prod. 
ucts are being marketed throughout 
the United States and foreign coun. 
tries. This increase ranges from 15 
cents to 25 cents per case and also 
means an increase in spread between 
less than carload and carload lots of 
5 cents a case.
